Marshal Speaks To 


‘Historical Society 


“Winter mud was 12 to 14 
| inches deep in the street of Man- 
chester, England, the. world’s 
first industrial: city, in the early 
lyears of the 19th century,” ‘Dr. 
Leon Marshall, history: depart- 
'ment head, told members of the 
‘American Historical society in 
Washington, D.C. during the holi- 
days. ‘ 

“One third.of her children got 
no schooling at all and most of 
the others learned only to read 
and write;’’ Dr.\ Marshall contin- 
ued. ‘“‘Workers lived in such over- 
crowding and squalor that hospi- 
tals had to be set up to take 
care of fever victims due to this 
condition. Crime was rampant. 
Cholera, influenza, tuberculosis 
flourished. Immorality and intem- 
perance were terrific.’’ 


The average life expectancy for 
a child born in Manchester at this 
time was 24 years, according to 
the history head. 

“By 1850, however, Manches- 
ter was the most reformed city in 
England,’ Dr. Marshall related. 
| “It had the first modern news- 
paper, the great Manchester 
Guardian, founded in 1821; and 
also the first controversy over 
public and private ownership of 
public utilities, parks, paved 
' streets, schools, public education, 
and a labor-movement.’’ 

Professor Marshall was one of 
| the few society speakers from

educational thinkers 
are doing much. They are 
working for new) and 
better fields of study. But, educa- 
tors are nevertheless failing: the 
youth of our nation, They are pro- 
viding changes in the curriculi 
for colleges and universities, but 
they should do more to see that 
the prospective college student 
gets into the right field of work. 
Tests have been devised to deter- 
mine in some measure the apti- 
tudes of students, and thereby 
guide them into roads of study; 
but these are only slightly ,suc- 
cessful. One reason for this ig the 
fact that these tests are not valid. 
Educators fail college youth in 
that they do not impress them 
with the value of jobs not in¢lud- 
ed in the professions.

Educator Recommends That High Schools 


And Colleges Graduate In Small Groups 


EVANSTON, Ill.~—(1.P )—A new educational procedure 
| under which; students will leave high school:}and college in 
small, groups instead of in armies of June graduates was pre- 


dicted here by Dr. Shirley A. Harmin, professor of education 


at Northwestern university. 
Speaking before a meeting 
the. guidance conference which 
is in session this week oh the 
campus, Dr. Harmin deciared to- 
night: ‘it's a mistake to graduate 
whole classes at the same time. 
By leaving schools in. smaller 
groups, students could be obsorb- 
ed in industry, and the professions 
without waiting months or years 
for a job. Last spring, for in- 
stance, one and three-quarter mil- 
lion students who did not go on 
to college came out of’ the nation’s 
high schools, looking for work.’

No Courses Justify 
Mass Flunking 
' \ 

Among unnecesarry evils not 
receiving proper attention by col- 
lege administrators is the profes- 
sor$who, year in and year out; is. 


consistently flunking from one- 
half to two-thirds of his classes. 


Some‘courses are more difficult 
han others, but this fact does 
justify mass flunking. It 
merely indicates that the ability 
to grasp the subject ‘matter is 
less than in other courses. There 
is a.remote possibility that all the 
the campus 
might. enroll in one section: of a 
ccurse, but such a phenomena re- 
quirés an adjustment in the grade 
scale rather than failing all stud- 
erts. 


not 


Four thousand students of such 
varied abilities and mentalities 
sheuld furnish a reasonable’ cross- 
section of intelligence, but should 
this professor enroll. the ones of 
lesser capabilities, his grade book 
is a reflection upon his ability as 
a teagher rather than upon the 
student) the percentage of fail- 
ure is, abnormally high. 


Although some professors de- 
rive fiendish glee in announcing 
that the class is flunking ‘‘en 
maasse’’, they may hereafter carry 
with them the thought that edu- 
cé.tors, administrative officers and 
a large number of students are 
questioning their efficiency. 


Egotism may lead the professor 
to believe that his large percent_ 
uge of failures is due to a strict, 
hard and constructive course, and 
that -the result is the student’s 
lack of application of interest. 
That is not always the case. The 
average student realizes clearly 
that the grade system is not con- 
forming to the intellectual means. 
of. the class. That conclusion 
means that the professor knows 
lictle, if anything, about modern, 
scientific education. 


These professors are not dis- 
charging their duties in a satis- 
factory manner. The college ad_ 
ministrators should check care- 
fully into the percentage of each 
professor’s failures in order to 
determine whether or not the pro- 
fessor is failing his own course,

“The college or university teacher is| a 
citizen, a member of a learned profession, and 
an officer of an educational institution | , 
As a man of learning and an educational 
officer, he should remember that the public 
may judge his professién and his institution 
‘by his utterances. Hence he should at all 
time be accurate, should exercise appropriate 
restraint, should show respect for the opinion 
of others, and should make every effort to.in- 
dicate that he is not an institutignal spokes-

man. 


But what is more important in a section 
of the report devoted to academic freedom, 
the special committee said: “The teacher is 
entitled to freedom in the classroom in dis- 
cussing his subject, but he should be careful 

‘ not to introduce into his teaching controversial 
matter which has no relation to the *subject. 
Limitations of academic freedom because of 
religious or other aims of the institutiot 
should be clearly stated in writing at the time 
of the appointment”’ of a faculty member. 


The statement issued by the Association 
clearly precludes a belief that has long ‘bee 
held by educators of the nation. To have politi- 
cal freedom, a people must have educational 
freedom. A government whose educational 
system is limited by the restrictions of a few 
whose authority is capable of compelling it 
must necessarily crumble for lack of proper 
foundation.

‘pus liberals has drawn almost unanimous con- 
demnation from the college press for refusing 
to vote favorably on a resolution condemning 
the Russian invasion of Finland. The fire- 
drawing resolution |'was presented at the 
Union’s recent national convention. 


While the one-sided debate continues in 
the press, the final ‘determination of the 
Union’s stand is being thrown back to the in- 
dividual campus chapters. Alan Gettlieb, 
president of the Harvard chapter, has organ- 
ized a national referendum of all members. At 
this writing, the vote by chapters stands even. 


Here is a brief.resume of the editorial 
thought on thé A.S.U. action: 


Temple University News: “When all the 
rationalizing is done;. the one thing that is 
clearest is that the A.S.U. refuses to recognize 
that Russia is.an aggressor along with Italy 
and Germany. The ‘boys’ have pulled a grave 
tactical blunder. By refusing to pass an amend- 
ment to a resolution that would have done no 
harm to their cause,.they have only lost in 
prestige in the minds of the average student 


and the general public.” 


The .Ohio University Post: “Whether or 
not the Union was morally justified in thi 
action, we disregard. *. The, point’ is' that’ they 
left themselves open to attack by everyone 
who believes the organization has a ‘pipeline 
from Moscow.’ Any really worthwhile projects 
the A.S.U. may sponsor now are bound to be

Raymond Scott has.one of the 
most unusual reputations in .- the 


originally rose to fame with his six- 
man: “quintet” which specialized in 
playing unique jazz with equally 
unique titlesw$ Some of the more 
widely known titles’ are; “Swing, 
Swing, Dear Mother-in-law,” “Twi- 
light In Turkey,” “Siberian Sleigh- 
Ride,” “Dinner Music for a Pack of 
Hungry -Cannibals,” “Eighteenth 
Century Drawing Room,” “Power- 
house,” etc. 

Scott has always wanted a large 
dance -band in addition to the quin- 
tet, which plays instrumental’ Scott 
compositions in varying ‘tempos. 
About a year ago, he began to build 
his new 14-piece band by experi- 
menting on various CBS programs, 
picking and discarding musicians, 
trying arrangements .and_ building 
toward his eventual goal; music 
typically Scott in character, yet 
bascially music for dancing.

Tommy Linehan, a boogie-woogie 
pianist, Walt Yoder on the bass 
fiddle, and Hy White oh the guitar, 
imparts a terrific “lift” to the rest 
of the band.

‘Much Fun Then,’ 
Claims Rev. Black 


“Pye had lots of fun here” Rev. 
Frank C. Black, Prayer Week leader 
said reminiscing over his college 
days. 

Graduated. from. here. in 1924,-he 
had: an oppprtunity to watch the 
campus grow from a quadrangle 
filled with assorted houses, to the 
well-planned campus of today.

In reference. to church schools, 
he said, “I realize the need for 
state schools, but believe the church 
lost. something when it gave the 
education it had developed and fost- 
lered up to other organizations.”

Students Will Study 
Liberal Arts Here, 
Engineering At Tech 








The days: when engineering 
students can say “He don’t” 
and pose the question, “Beet- 
hoven? Who was he?” are 
over. 

Beginning with: this year’s 
freshman class, the majority of 
Westminster's engineering stu- 
dents will study three years of lib- 
eral arts subjects here,-and then 


Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
Pittsburgh. At the end of their fifth 
year, they will receive an A..B. or 
B. S. degree from Westminster and 
a B.S. in Engineering from Tech. 

Chief purpose of the merger- 
course is to give engineers; more 
liberal arts work than they | would 
get at a strictly engineering school. 
After three years of such studies as 
smusic, English, history, art,-and Bi- 
ble at Westminster, students will be 
given intensified technical courses 
at Tech, such as thermo-dynamics 
and electro-dynamic machinery. 

Six classifications of students will 
be affected by the “five-year plan” 
between the two collegs: mechanic- 
al, civil, electrical, metallurgical, 
chemical, and management en- 
gineering. Students in mechanical 
engineering have an option to study 
“aeronautical engineering.. if they 
choose. Fifteen Westminster stu- 
dents are at present in the five- 
year tie-up. 

In order to be able to fully equip 
students. for the work. at Tech, 
Westminster has added mechanical 
drawing and descriptive geometry 
to its regular curriculum. Only stu- 
dents making good grades will be 
recommended for the Tech engin- 
eering course. 

In charge of the engineering 
group is Dr. Harold Black, mathe- 
matics department head, formerly 
instructor in engineering mathemat- 
ies at University of [Illinpis. Dr.

sponsibility, and never being quite 
100 per cent present in the volume gf 
concentration. 

“There are several stages in grow- 
ing up mentally,” she...continued. 
“Many stop at the self-centered 
stage.s. . others at the stage of be- 
ing tied to mother’s apron-strings. . 

. Still others pick many, choose 
one and then pick many pver again, 
which might be termed the Holly- 
wood stage. ... The man who re- 
cently made a survey of college 
slang found the typical reaction to 
be ‘So what!’” 

Mrs. Pfuetze will be here until to- 
morrow morning and will talk with 
students in seminars and_ special 
classes. She, also, spoke again to 
the chapel audience on Friday. She 
has done considerable work in this 
field as secretary of the YWCA and 
as a'dean of en at Swarthmore.

- Definite Place For 


Women Practitioners In Medical World

Women have a definite place in the field of medicine with 
unlimited possibilities. open to them, déclared Dr. Lois Merkel, 


children’s specialist of Sharon’s 


Buhl hospital in a lecture Wed- 


nesday morning to women students interested in medicine and 


nursing. \ 

“T do not advise it ifiyou do not 
like to work with people,” declared 
Dr. Merkel, “but if you do, and you 
have the earnest desire necessary for 
success, then the hospital and the 
microscope will open new worlds 
for you.” 

The tall, slender radiate of the 
Women’s Medical college of Phila- 
delphia pointed out that the old- 
time feeling of distrust of feminine 
practitioners was rapidly becoming 
a thing of the past. Approximately 
seven thousand women are licensed 
to practice medicine in this country 
today, she stated, with an average 
of 250 additional women doctors be- 
ing graduated each year. 


As a rule, Dr. Merkel continued, 
ta cetien stand on the same footing 
with men doctors in every phase of 
the field except surgery where pub- 
lic acceptance of work is still light. 

Dr. Merkel added that most med- 
ical schools do not hesitate to grant 
entrance to. women pre-med stu- 
dents, but that seven, among: them 
Harvard and Georgetown, were re- 
stricted to men only. 

With only one woman doctor to 
every twenty men practitioners, Dr. 
Merkel concluded, statistics showed 
that most women with medical de- 
grees are to be found in the field 
of research.

HAPEL, Wednesday morning. brought a 

very pleasant surprise in the form of an 
announcement. that the marriage relations 
course for which Y groups and The Holecad 
have campaigned ‘insistently for a number of 
years had finally arrived. ; 


Promptly after the very interesting. lec- 
ture by Mrs. Louise Pfuetze, we began to look 
‘for a story on the course—the how, when, why, 
who, where, and what angle. And to our sur- 
prise, we could find no such angle—officially. 
The dean’s didn’t even know! That was the 
pay-off! Here was:a course(at least, an extra- 
_eurricular activity) about which even the dean 

; of the*college knew nothing. 


“There is no one to take the responsibility 
or to teach such a course,” we were told finally. 


Dr. Donald C. Matthews, biology prof, 
fulfills-every requirement. He could organize 
- such a @ourse, teach a great number of the class 
periods himself, arrange-for supplementary 
speakers, and give'the program the impetus of 
thoroughness and sch6larly approach. These 
things he has proven. ‘Dr. Matthews has more 
than once indicated he would gladly direct 
the course. 


Apparently, specific’ organizations 
cause faculty groups did not recognize the plea 
‘for the new course. The oversight on the part 
of the faculty does not warrant proceeding 
without, at least, making the matter clear to 
the Dean and does not warrant turning a 
course into a series of background lectures 
which must, as time goes on, necessarily re- 
peat themselves. 


Furthermore, Mrs. Pfuetze herself insists 
that chapel is not the place for such a course 
to be conducted because there are too many 

~ people, that. such talks can be made interesting. 
but are superficial, and that such a course, to 
work, must be planned, continuous, and head- 
ed by someone capable of carrying on the work. 


In conducting the course, regularly.. it 
would be asinine for a professor to walk into 
the room and say, “What do you want to learn 
this semester?” Yet that is what'is.being done. 
In addition, the student group has promised 
us “a_series_of lectures” and have said, “This

Prof. Freeman Reviews Haydn 


| Concerto, Beethoven Overture 


It is the new face which catches the eyes, but it 
is the old face which stirs the mind and revives mem- 
ories, declared Ralph Waldo Emerson in one of his 
essays. and it is interesting to note that the great 
nineteenth century essayist was not far wrong, at least 


so far as music goes. 


The many new tunes which appear so suddenly on 
the scene today and then disappear again tomorrow 
usually hold preference over the old standard classics, 
but for all their spectacular presence they somehow 
fail to revive the imaginative pictures which the lilt- 
ing, swaying strains of a Strauss waltz or the grand 
pompous, and heroic rhythm of “Pomp and Circum- 
stance” do. : 


It appeared so in this week’s collection of Colum- 
bia, Royale, and Victor records. The top in entertain- 
ment among them is a whistleable, lilting pot-pourri 
of melodies from an old favorite, Franz Lehar’s Mer- 


ry Widow Melodies (Victor 26499). The Victor’Salon ° 


orchestra’ is the medium with Barnabas von Graczy 
directing. Several pf the best-known melodies are 
used, and the climax is one that will make you rise 
to your feet as you listen to it. ot Ste) 


For those who prefer the heroics and grand man- 
ner, we suggest Beethoven’s Coriolanus Overture 
(Columbia 11175) as recorded-by the Minneapolis or- 
chestra under the able direction of Dmitri Mitropoulas. 
This is an educational record, but there is a real thrill, 
not to mention a shudder or two, in the whispered 
four notes which close the-piece. The whole number 
is a prelude to Shakespeare’s drama, “Coriolanus.” 


Columbia has finally secured the services of Nel- 
son Eddy tp render cuttings from the musical drama 
derived from the Bard 6f Avon’s “Hamlet.” Titled 
The Play’s The Thing (Columbia 69819-D), Eddy is 
accompanied by Robert Armbruster’s orchestra. If you 
like Nelson Eddy and Shakespeare both, you should 
enjoy this recording. There are two faces of -recita- 
tive-like singing. 


A Spanish dance, Malaguena (Royale 1841) by Al- 


benez is most ably played by Alfred Merpvitch. It is ~ 


lively music with a. good, crusty rhythm, and makes 
easy entertainment. The reverse side of the disc car- 
ries the same jcomposer’s Seguidellas, also played by 
Merovitch. 


Finally there is Ernst Victor. Wolff’s interpretation 


J of Haydn’s Seventh Piano Sonata in D Major (Colum- 


bia Masterworks 185-91). This is played so fast that 


much of the original charm is lost in the speed dis- i 


play. The second (slow) movement is stately and dig- 
nified, however, and affords moments of real pleasure.

Welles’ Mission ‘0.K’d.”

ESPITE THE FACT that the European 

peace junket of Under-secretary of State 
Sumner Welles is considered by most all colle- 
giate observers to be just about hopeless, and 
Wespite the fact that no authentic information 
thas been released concerning the results of the 
tour; most college newspaper ediforialists put 
their stamp of approval on the Roosevelt gest- 
ure in direction of peace.

The Collegian continued: “To our. mind, 
it seems that the visit of Welles to Europe is 
nothing more or:less than what it is intended 
to be—a serious fact-finding perusal of Euro- 
pean conditions and war trends by a qualified 
investigator. To us it seems that Welles’ visit 
providing he is impartial in his findings, should 
go a long way toward clearing up the inter- 
national muddle in which our government now 
finds itself. The primary concern is that some 
method of accurate dissemination of wartime 
happenings, and trends in Europe be found. If 
the Welles’ findings ean accomplish this, the 
administration has made a wise and jusifiable 
move. If the Welles’ findings accomplish noth- 
ing of 
should’st#l be no kick coming.” 


The Kent State university Kent Stater 
views the trip in this light: ““By pursuing a 
policy of continued effort to help the Euro- 
peans to secure a lasting peace, the United 
States places itself in a position of taking the 


lead in making that peace, even though. it is 
not one of the victorious war belligerents as 


it was after the first World War. Mr. Welles 
will have many informal talks with the heads 
of European nations. He will undoubtedly ob- 
tain much useful and perhaps inside informa- 
tion as to the true attitudes of the belligerents 


toward peace. When the time comes to make 
that peace, the United States will have a full 


portfolio as material for action.” 


Scouting the political implications of the 
trip, the University of Minnesota Daily said: 
“It is‘a fairly safe bet that’ party politicos and 
third term consideration have nothing to do 
with the President’s a¢tion: While a successful 
mission would put Mr. Roosevelt in the driv- 
er’s seat in the coming campaign, the risk of 
failure and the resulting unfavorable ‘reac- 


“tion is so great, that politically the move would 


not be worth the gamble.” 


So, |collegians are awaiting with interest 
the report that Mr. Welles will make to the 
President and the nation upon his return.

Proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution of the student council pro- 
viding for the election of members 
and officers in April instead of in 
October will be submitted to ie 
student body for its approval. The 
election on the amendments will 
be held in chapel Wednesday, April. 
3. The constitution tates that 
amendments must be saneed by two- 
thirds vote of the student body. 


The text of the proposed amend- 
ments is as follows: 


1. On Monday and Tuesday of the 
fourth week of April the Student Coun- 
cil shall hold meetings of the freshman, 
sophomore, and junior classes .to nomi- ; 
nate student council representatives for 
the following .year. The sophomore and 
junior classes shall meet on Monday 
and the freshmen on Tuesday. 


2. The freshman class shall nominate 
.four students, two men and two women, 
and the present freshman representa- 
tive, for its two representatives. Any 
jmumber of nominations may be made 
from the floor. If there are more than 
four nominations a secret ballot shall be 
taken and the four students with the 
highest number of votes and the pres- 
ent fréshman representative shall be the ! 
nominees. 

3. The present sophomore and junior 
|classes shall each nominate three stud- 
ents for the position of student councid 
representative. Any number of nomina- 
}tions may be made from the floor. If 
{there are more than three nominations 
a secret ballot shall be taken and the | 
three students with the highest number | 


}4. Election of the junior and sophomore 
representatives shall be on Wednesday | 
of the fourth week of April and fresh- ' 
man representatives on Thursday. 


5. The president of the Student Coun- | 
cil shall regulate the nominations and | 
elections in such a manner as may be 
jmecessary to insure as near as possible | 
an -even division of men and women| 
on the council. } 
6° The new members of the student! 
| council elected in April shall meet with 
{the carry-over members at the next 
| coucil meeting and elect officers. The | 
tenure of office of the new members and | 
officers will not begin until the end of 
the current year, but they shall be in- | 
vited meetings of the current 
council. { 
7. A ‘freshman representative shall be | 
elected in the fall at the time of class! 
elections. 

8. These amendments shall take effect | 
immediately upon adoption by the stud- 
ent. body and shall supercede the first | 
two paragraphs of Section 3, Article III} 
of the Constitution. |

Started Writing Poetry Because Of 
Bad Example Set.For Him, Frost States

“Stirring advancements have been 
made in both the fields of poetry 
and prose’ during these 40 years of 
the twentieth century,” said white- 
haired Robert Frost, America’s fa- 
vorite land poet, who appeared in 
chapel Tuesday evening. “Naturally, 
since my poetry is included in this 
twentieth century category, ’m in 
sympathy with, and in favor of the 
work done in this period,” he added. 

Speaking of his own work, Mr. 
Frost declared rather vehemently, 
“I am not a regionalist poet. Natu- 
rally, every poet uses the things 
that are the most familiar to him 
to write about. Education is almost 
as much a part of my poems as is 
New England scenery although it is 


perhaps not. so noticeable. ’'m sure 
‘I would never have said. some of 
the things I’ve said or in the exac 
way I worded them if I, had not 
been a school teacher.” 

“As for what makes people write 
poetry, I hpnestly don’t even know 
why I write poetry. I do know ‘that 
I probably never would have written 
any if someone. else hadn’t first set 
a bad example for me. Some people 
write to express themselves, guess, 
and that’s fine; others write to ac- 
quire fame, and that’s bad—both for 
the poetry and the person. There 
are many different kinds of ppetry 
and there is a different reason for 
each kind ‘and for each poet that 
writes it.” |

It is usually the 
practice of editors to make a lot of hasty prom- 
ises in their first editorial, telling just what 
the policy of the paper will be, what the editor 
plans to do in the year to.come, and what mis- 
takes he does not intend to make. We’re going 
to be different.» 


The editorial policy of a college -paper. is 
always a much abused instrument. Most editors 
in their initial offering propound high sounding, 
yet vague statements describing the path which | 
' the paper will follow while under his adminis-* 

tration. The Holead is of the belief that the 
only policy which can adequately govern all 
matters that arise from time to time is that 
which is based upon the exercise of common 
fsense and sane judgement. : 


According to our way of looking at it, a 
college paper has two basic functions. In the 
first place it has its duty as.a newspaper, to 
report the events and happenings about the 
college, accurately and impartially. Secoridly, 
the paper should fulfill its responsibility to the 
student body, by acting as a liaison or con- 
necting agency between the students and the 
administration. 


In order to settle all questions relating 
to the policy of the Holcad, an editorial board 
has been created within the staff, to be com-. 
posed of the editor-in-chief, the managing ed- 
itor, the business manager, and two members 
of the staff. Should any dispute arise, the ed- 
itor will be backed by this board, and will not 
need to carry the responsibility alone.

New York Court Sets , 
Serious Precedent 


HE ACTION of the court in ordering the 

governing ‘body of the City College of New 
York to revoke their appointment of Dr. Bert- 
rand Russell as professor of matheniatics con- 
stitutes one of the most serious: precedents ev- 
er established in the American educational 
system. 


Russell, according to the court’s brief, was 
denied the right to teach because of moral and 
religious views, admittedly bold in the face of 
present customs, which he holds. These opin- 
ions, however, are entirely removed from the 
field which the noted mathematician teaches 
and the entire educational world lauds Russell 


for his outstanding ability in mathematics.“Ap--’ 


parently, however, the Empire state. court 
which issued the order felt. his moral and re- 
ligious beliefs would alter established trigono- 
metric laws and demanded his dismissal. 


Attempts to involve the question of aca- 
demic freedom are pointless; there can be no 
question of academic freedom because, at best, 
absoluie academic freedom is an ideal, not prac- 
tical. The danger of the order, however, lies in 
the door which it opens to outside interference 
in American colleges. = 


May we take this opportunity to remind 
those people who are fearful of. the stability 
of American democracy that the foundation of 
that institution is in its educational system. 
The revocation of the appointment of Russell 
is a serious blow to the future of an institution 
which has attained the place it holds only be- 
cause it has been able to hold itself free from 
the opinions of minorities which now threaten 
at;

‘Eighteenth Century Drawing- 
Room’ Really Mozart In Disguise 


One pf the nation’s favorites on the Hit Parade a 
few months ago was a charming little piece called “In 
An Eighteenth Century Drawing Room.” Few people 
at the time realized that the tune was not modern, al- 
though the renditions which were heard were unmis- 
takably so, but was the work of a resourcefu] com- 
poser who adapted it from one of Woelfgang Amadeus 
Mozart’s favorite works, the Sonata in C Major. 


The charm of this adaptation, plus the arrival 
of several others later on, captured the music pub- 
lic, so it was. only natural that musical America 
should be reawakened to the presence of the famed 
German composer of the eighteenth century. With 
the public mind in this state, it is well to call at- 
tention to some Mozart in the raw, or if. you must 
have it in a move explicit form, some of his music 
that has not been dressed up in any form other 
than that which the composer intended for it. 


A case in point is a recent waxing by Royal. This 
fast growing concern recently recorded Mozart’s most 
popular symphony, his Symphony No. 40 in G Minor 
(R12066-71). Mechanically. the record is excellent, 
clear-cut and musicianly, but from the musical stand- 
point, the second‘movement. is of particular interest. 
All the priceless little melodic. curves, so typical of 
this composer’s work, are defined to the very best 
advantage. Someone, probably the conductor, Robert 

_ A. Gomberg, had the good judgment to use a reduced 
_ orchestra rather than the full modern symphony, and 
he should be congratulated. The orchestra of Mozart’s 


time, after all should be the best medium for the in- 


terpretation of Mozart’s work. 


This week’s list also brings us an ALLEGRO 
BRILLIANT (R121155) for piano by Mendelssohn. 
The recording was done by Clifford Herzer and 
Jasha Zayde, duo pianists. The piece lives up to its 
name in that it is fast and brilliant, and I might 
add that it is brilliantly performed. This is an in- 
teresting record to own, if one enjoys key-board 
pyro-technics. 


A Concerto For Two Violins (121127-8) completes 
the week’s list. Rendered by Eddy Brown and Ro- 
main Totenberg with the accompaniment of a string 
erchestra, the concerto is by the Italian composer, A. 
Vivaldi, who was born several years before the great 
Bach. It is melodious, dignified, and easy to follow, 
even though the inner-voices move contra-wise to the 
main part. It is. records like these that we hope to 
have more of in our pwn collége library.

_ have much to gain in an Allied victory, but we 
can accomplish. little“ toward solving a bad 
problem by making it worse, and more invol- 
ved by. sending out our own army and navy to 
destruction, because people insist on slogan- 
‘shouting.

Musicians Assemble For Waxing 


Of Typical Chicago Jazz 


Record collectors have been waiting for it, and . 


Decea has released it—an album of typical American 
jazz recprds. 


The purpose of this album is to set down on wax 
ence more a type of music played in the twenties by 
a small group of white musicians in Chicago. What 
they played has come to be known as Chicago style 
and is recognized as the greatest advance of white mu- 
sicians in the essentially colored are of hot jazz. Their 
musie drew mainly from many sources, of which New 
Orleans jazz, as they heard it played’ by New Orleans 
negroes in Chicago, is the most important—for behind 
all jazz-is“he history of New Orleans. music. 


In: trying to emulate the musi¢ they heard, the 
Chicagoans produce music péculiar to themselves. The 
most striking aspect of Chicago style jazz'is its pow- 
erful drive. The middle and end of each chorus. par- 
ticularly arouses in the musicians a reaction like 
Pepper Martin diving for home plate. They play hard, 
with never a let-up, but these two ‘concentration 
points plus the four beats of the bar are always em- 
phasized. . nm 


Ensembles are improvised, ‘cornet lead ‘with the 
other horns rounding out the harmony and filling’ in, 
always with the rhythmic drive in mind. The rhythm 
section, of course, plays an important ‘part in creating 
this tension, principally through the judicious ‘use of 
emphazes and cross ‘rhythms by drurns and banjo. To- 
day ‘the guitar has replaced the banjo, and ‘this’ less 


percussive instrument has proven more effective in. 


ensembles. 


This Decca Album of Chicago Jazz (No. 121) con- 
sists of six ten-inch red-sealed records. Four sides 
are grooved by Eddie Condon and his Chicagoans 
with Max Kaminsky (cornet), Brad Gowans (valve 
trombone), Pee Wee Russell (clarinet), Bud Freeman 
(tenor sax), Joe Sullivan (piano), Eddie Condon (guit- 
tr), Clyde Newcomb (bass), and Dave Tough (drums). 
With the exception of Sullivan and Tough, this per- 
sonnel drew directly from.Bud Freeman’s Summa Cum 
Laude Orchestra. 


The Chicagoans waxed Nobody’s Sweetheart and 
Friar’s. Point Shuffle (18040), and There'll Be Some 
Changes .Made and Someday, Sweetheart (18041), 
Pee Wee Russell, disciple of Frank Teschemacher 
(considered the greatest white musician ever), steals 
honors on these sides and is helped by Joe Sullivan, 
Max Kaminsky and David Tough. The combination of 
the latter two (cornet and drums) is remarkable in 
“Someday” and “Friar’s Point.” 


Jimmy McPartland and his orchestra consisting 
of Bud Jacobson (clarinet), Boyce Brown (alto sax), 
Floyd Bean (piano); Dick McPartland (guitar), Jimmy 
MePartland (cornet), Jim Lannigan (bass), and Hank 
Isaacs (drums) recorded China Boy and Jazz Me Blues 
(18042), and Sugar and The World Is Waiting for the 
Sunrise (18043). 


Boyce Brown and Bud Jacobson, who had ap- 
peared only once on records, are spotlighted in the 
above quartet of pieces. Brown’s saxophpne playing 
is perfectly executed, fast, full of notes, but com- 
pletely logical and amazingly conceived. Boyce is un- 
like any musician heard, and his is a completely in- 
dividual and unorthodox style. Jacobson does his best 
work in backing up many pf the solos with unob- 
trusive sustained-notes on his clarinet. This is rarely 
done, although thé late Teschemacher has backed up a 
few. cornet solos. Other outstanding performances go 
to Maestro McPartland, closest to/the great Bix Bei- 
derbecke in tone, phrasing and ideas, Floyd Bean and 
Jim Lannigan. 

, George Wettling’s Chicago Rhythm Kings, who 
waxed the four remaining sides, includes in its per- 
sonnel Charlie Teagarden (trumpet), Floyd O’Brien 
(trombone), Darniny Polo (clarinet), Joe Marsala (ten- 
or sax), Jess Stacy (piano), Jack Bland’ (guitar), Ar- 
tié Shapiro (bass); and George Wettling (drums). 
This. outfit recorded Bugle Call Rag and I Wish I 
Could Shimmy Like My Sister Kate (18044) and The 
Darktown Strutter’s Ball and I’ve Found a New Baby 
(15045)-) oS 5 

This rhythm section pf Stacy, Shapiro, Wettling and 
Bland sounds like one of the best groups ‘gathered to- 
gether. The quartet attains a’ fine rock, equally no- 
ticeable in ensembles and behind the solos. One will 


find few recofdings like “Strutter’s Ball” bringing out® 


the piano, guitar and drums so effectively behind the 
brass solos. Wettling’s neatly timed drumming and 
Stacy’s sustained tremplos and solo work places the 
pair with the. best in their class. 

Surprising is the trombone work. of Floyd O’Brien, 
especially in “Bugle Call Rag.” Danny Polo’s licorice 
stick achievements aren’t up to his other performances.

New Dormitory 
Will Be Named 
Ferguson Hall 


Women’s Housing Unit 
Honors Ex-President 
Dr. Robert Ferguson — 


Ferguson Hall is to be the name 
of the new proposed women’s dor- 
mitory on the Westminster college 
campus, in honor of the. college’s fifth 
president, Dr. Robert Gracey Fer- 
guson, Westminster executive from 


} 1884 until 1906. The new dormitory 


will cost approximately $165,000. 

Dr. Ferguson, known to Westmin- 
ster students before 1900 as “the 
grand old man,” directed the build- 
ing of the Mary Thompson science 
hall and the Clark chemical labora- 
tory, now known as “Science Hall” 
in 1894-6. Under Dr. Ferguson, en- 
rollment reached a total of 275 stud- 
ents, approximately one-third the 
present “enrollment. 

Dr. Ferguson graduated from Jef- 
ferson: college, Canonsburg, fore- 
runner of the present Washington 
and Jefferson college, at Washington, 
in 1862. In 1863 he became a caval- 
ryman in the Union army when the 
Confederates moved north, and was 
named a lieutenant in the twenty- 
first Pennsylvania cavalry. 


In 1866 he graduated from Alle- 
gheny’ seminary and later held pas- 
torates of the Mercersburg and 
Great Cove congregations. He cross- 
ed the mountains ‘every two weeks 
on horseback to care for the two 
congregations, In" 1874 he became 
pastor of the Butler U. P. church, 
where he remained for ten years, 
before going to Westminster’s presi- 
dency in 1884. Dr. Ferguson was 
president of the college until 1906, 


‘when he became professor of Eng- 


lish Bible.-He remained with the 
college until 1914, when he retired 


| from teaching. 


Dr. Ferguson was honored with a 
D. D. degree from Washington and 
Jefferson college, 1902, and an L. L. 
D. degree from Monmouth college, 
1904. He’ was author of a volume, 
“Baccalaureate Sermong.”

‘Effective Democracy Will Resist | 
Decay,’ Says Keynoter R. J. Corbett 


“Democracy must be made efficient or it will decay and 
fall,” Congressman Robert J. Corbett of the 31st district, Alle- 
_gheny county, told over 600 delegates to Westminster’s Mock 
Convention in his keynote address:at the opening session Mon- 


day evening. 


Congressman Corbett stressed the fact that the Republican 


party must incorporate two touch-& 


stones in their 1940 platform: keep- 
ing America out of the war, and. 
bringing this country out of the de- 


pression. 

“The: Republican party must take 
the reforms that came out of the 
depression.and the innovations of the 
New Deal, and subject them to fur- 
ther experiment before accepting 
them,” he added, and went on, “The 
Republicans must also write into 
their platform, planks necessary to 
end the depression.” 

‘The ‘convention was called to or- 
der by Executive Chairman Michael 
Robbe who introduced’ Dean M. R. 
Kelso and Mr. T.. V. Mansell who 


‘gave welcoming addresses. 


Temporarily interrupting the con- 
vention, the Indiana delegation in- 
sisted that candidates’ placards be 
removed from in front of the flags, 
* When several delegates refused to 
give up the floor after having been 
ruled out of order, the sergeant-at- 
afms was instructed to remove them 
- from the floor. Chief Sergeant-at- 


arms Dan Mamula refused to carry 


out the order, and there was a mo- 
tion to impeach him. However the 
Motion was defeated on a roll call, 
thus ¢ the convention’s first 





Foreign Policy Debate 
Becomes Platform Issue 


One of the highlights of last night’s 
session of.the mock. convention was 
the debate over the formation of the 
platform for the Republican party. 
Two minority reports dealing with 
foreign policies were upheld: by the 
convention, and the majority report 
will be completed at today’s session. 

Disputing clauses regarding for- 
eign policies, the minority reports 
proposed that there be no increase 
in.the present land, air and sea 
forces, and demanded that the Nnit- 
ed States guarantee the American 
continent against foreign invasion. 
Uppn being put to a vote, the mi- 
nority reports were accepted by the 
convention’ and superseded the con- 
tested clauses in the platform. 


Also in regard to foreign policies, 
planks wére inserted into the plat- 
form prohibiting loans to belliger- 
ents, and’ permitting cash and carry 
sales to nations of the Western hem- 
isphere to 20 percent abpve the level 
for five years preceding the war. 

An important feature of the plat- 
form, and a direct attack against the 
New Deal, was the plank stating,

N EW WILMINGTON, Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago are all having “mock” conventions 
this year, and of the three New Wilmington’s 
will probably be the most serious, (the proce- 
dure will be handled with more sincerity and 
seriousness on the part-of the delegates) even 
though it will not as seriously effect the wel- 
fare of the country as much as the other two.

The following are the Rules and 
Order of business of the Convention 
as proposed by the Committee on 
Rules and adopted by the conven-., 
tion:

RULE NO. 1.

RULE NO. 27 
Only delegates can take part and hold 
office in the Convention. That report 
made to the convention by the Com- 
mittee on Credentials and passed by the 
majority of the Convention shall be 
final. 
RULE NO. 3 
During roll call balloting for President 
and Vice-President, states shall be r- 
mitted to split their votes; but will be 
allowed only as many votes as delegates 
resent. The right to vote shall be for- 
Feited if the delegate is absent during 
roll call. 
RULE NO. 4 
A candidate for President and Vice- 
President must have two-thirds of the 
convention votes to become the party’s, 
nominee in the November general elec~ 
tion. 
RULE NO, 5 
Upon all subjects before the Conven- 
tion the States shall be called in al- 
habetical order, and next, Alaska, the 
istrict of Columbia, Hawaii, Philippine 
Islands and Puerto Rico. 


RULE NO. 6 
When a‘ majority of the Delegates of 
any six States severally shall demand 
that a vote be recorded, the same shall 
be taken by States, Territories, Territo- 
rial Possessions and the District of Co- 
lumbia in the order hereinafter estab- 


lished. 
RULE NO. 7 
In making the nominations for Pres- 
ident and Vice-President in no case shall 
the Call of the Roll be dispensed with. 


RULE NO. 8 
All nominations for President and 
Vice President must be. filed with the 
chairman of the executive committee 
according to the rules of: that com- 


mittee. 
RULE NO. 9 

When it appears, at the close of the 
Roll Call, that any candidate for the 
nomination for Pesident or Vice-Presi- 
dent has received the number of votes 
required (as stated in Rule No. 3) the 
chairman of the Convention shall “an- 
nounce the question to be: ‘Shall the 
nomination of the candidate be unani- 
mous? ‘ 

If no candidate shall have received 
the votes required (as stated in Rule 
No. 5), the chairman shall direct the

Department Head After 45 Years 


Forty-five years of service will be ended this semester 
when Westminster’s Grand Old Man of the Faculty, Dr. Charles 
Freeman, resigns his post as head of the chemistry department. 
The genial, white-haired professor will continue as a part-time 
teacher in the department, however; expressing a desire to reach 


the half-century mark. 

The retiring chemistry chief, now 
'74, but still as agile and clear-eyed 
as ever, will be succeeded by | his 
colleague and former student, Dr. 
Harlow .S. Osgood, a Westminster 
graduate of 1927. 

Dr. Freeman began his stay at the 
college in 1894 after graduation from 
Allegheny college and a year’s study 
at the Johns Hopkins Institute. Sal- 
aries were low when he applied for 
the position..of chemistry professor, 
Freeman declared, a vigorous argu- 
ment being necessary to convince 
the college that he was worth a hun- 
dred dollars more than the one thou-

Uneompromising Attitudes 


Locked Convention 


HE WESTMINSTER COLLEGE Mock Re- 
publican National Convention is now his- 
tory, but from all outward appearances, it was 
a total failure. The purpose for which it had 
been convened was never realized, and if at 
least a presidential candidate was nominated, 


the diversity in opinions concerning the legality ° 


of the final ballot is so great that it is better for 
all concerned that the matter be dropped en- 
tirely rather than continue the bitterness which 
arose between the opposing factions. 


Ultimate blame for the deadlock which be- 


came so apparent Wednesday night must nec- 
essarily be laid at the feet of the campaign 
managers. who adopted such uncompromising 
attitudes that they could not see the value in 
trading’ votes: yet at the same time failing to 
realize that even the strongest among them 
was valueless standing alone. There are those 
twho believe the stalemate could have been 
broken within. a reasonable amount of time 
had the Convention been ‘allowed to remain 
convened longer Wednesday night past the 
deadline set by the administration for the fina 
session. 


It is doubtful, however, whether such a 
thing would have happened. It must have been 
apparent to all who were present and whose 
eyes were not blinded by the false impression 
that if their candidate could not win, at least 
they would see to it that the opposition did not 
emerge victorious, that the longer the Conven- 
tion continued the more farcical it became. 


Most unfortunate aspect of the entire rally 
was the intense fraternity rivalry which it pro- 
mulgated. What had begun as a mock political 
battle rapidly developed into a three-way fra- 
ternity struggle which was in dead earnest. 
Perhaps such a situation arising was inevitable; 
it does not matter. The fact, however, that as 
a fraternity political fight it has left its mark 
upon the campus is the most regrettable de- 
velopment of the entire three-day meet. 


Believe what you will, though, the Con- 
vention was a success. In its educational value 


and the resultant publicity which it bought the 


college, the Convention was successful beyond 
the hopes of the founders, and in respect of 
these factors should be made a regular quad- 
rennial feature of the college life.

ing in the’ American. college today, the the- : 


ory of education advanced by poet: Robert 
Frost in a recent press interview is most re- 
freshing. 

Mr. Frost holds no sympathy with 'the ed 
ucators who persist in regarding teaching as 
the cut-and-dried, stereotyped institution 
which is being fed to the. American student. 
Frankly, he told newspapermen, education to 
him Was a take-it-or-leave-it affair in which 

- he would just ‘keep silent, or even lie down 
on.the desk, until it is realized what I want 
is self-starters, not ‘followers of a set of rou- 
tine.” 


We offer our lustiest ‘bravos’ for Mr. 
Frost’s pioneering spirit, and his courage, too; 
in letting the rest of the educational world 
know what he believes. In his belief, the Amer- 
ican poet is a pioneer in the movement to 
shake the American educational system out of 
the lethargy into which it has been slipping. 

_ As it is now, it is too cumbersome with men 
who are more concerned with the mechanical 
means of teaching rather than the end. 


A recent editorial in the Yale Daily News 
hit the nail squarely on the head. “Though no 
one can perhaps charge Mr. Frost with trying 
to: sensationalize education,” it declared, ‘“‘so 
passive has the intellectual role of the college

Duke Ellington Scores Again © 
‘With Six New Original Recordings 


Duke Ellington, outstanding composer, conductor 
and instrumentalist pf American jazz, has popped into 
the limelight again with six ‘original tunes—four on 
Victor: and two on Columbia: 


A--pioneer in jazz recording, Ellington is not a 
new riame to record collectors. His most famous com- 
positions and arrangements include “Black and Tan 
Fantasy,” “Ebony Rhapsody,” “Mood Indigo,” “Bugle 
Call Rag,” and~“Solitude,” among others. 


Born in Washington, D. C., in 1900, it wasn’t until 
1926 when he fronted his own six-piece bard in the 
Kentucky Club, a dingy musician’s rendezvous, just 
off Times Square, that he hammered ‘his first dent 
in trade censciousness. And it was on December of 
the following year, that Duke Ellington introduced 
his orchestra to the world’ at Harlem’s Cotton Club, 
since transplanted to Times Square. 


He has been the foremost proponent of American 
jazz.abroad, having toured with his orchestra in almost 
every *major European city. Continental critics com- 
pared him with Stravinsky, Ravel and DeBussy. In 
London, the then-Prince of Wales attended his con- 
certs and made a point of meeting him. Percy Grain- 
ger, prominent musician and authority, compared him 
with Bach. — 


Ellington is, without a doubt, one of the mpst 
brilliantly prolific of American composers. One has 
but to recall, in addition to the above-cited, such 
works as “Sophisticated Lady,” “I Let a Song Go Out 
pf My Heart,” “Jubilee Stomp,” “Echoes of Harlem,” 
“Creole Rhapsody,” “Caravan,” and “Blue Bells of 
Harlem,” for evidence. 


Highlighted on the Duke’s recent recordings are 
vécalist Ivy Anderson, clarinetist Berney Bigard; ‘alto 
saxaphonist Johnny Hodges; growl trumpeter Cootie 
Williams, bassist Jimmy Blanton; and the rest of the 
Ellington standouts, including trumpeters Rex Stewart 
and Wally Jones, saxists Ben Webster and Otto Hard- 
wicke, trombonists Juan Tizol and Lawrence Brown; 
guitarist Fred Guy and drummer Sonny Greer. 


Under recent Victor labels are Jack the Bear and 
Morning Glory (Vi 26536), and Ko Ko and Congo 
Brava Vi 26577). For Calumbia, the Duke has reis- 
sued Mood Indigo and Solitude (C 35427). 


“Jack the Bear” is the best of the lot with excep- 
tionally good work from the rhythm section—Duke 
at the piano, Blanton at the bass fiddle; Greer at the 
drums and Guy at the guitar. Blanton, the maestro’s 
newest find, is by far the best negro bassist in jazz 
and somg think he is the best in the business. There 
are many, also, who will stake Sonny Greer against 


‘any drummer—white or black—in the jazz field.|

Seek: Radio Jobs 


June and diploma time are only 
one! month away. And then what? 
Hoping for answers to this ques- 


| tion, eighty-five letters a day come 


to the desk of Joseph H. Burgess, 
Jr., personnel director of the Col- 
umbia -Broadcasting System. The 
letters contain applications for jobs 
ranging from. engineer to _ script 
writer, from idea man to program 
producer, from news analyst. to 
sound effects man. 

‘Radio uses all these talents, and 
many more besides. A large network 
like Columbia has a place for al- 
most every kind of creative and or- 
And yet, what 
chances for success does a college 
graduate have in’ radio? 


“The breaks in radio are unlim- 
ited,” says Mr. Burgess, “for the 
few who get them. Once you get a 
start in radio, there’s almost no lim- 
it to how far you can go. But radio’s 
gold rush days are over, and the 


| trick is to get the start. For a start 


in network radio there’s one im- 
portant preliminary: experience. 

“This isn’t the paradox it may 
seem at first. There is a place to 
get that experience, even if the net- 
work is impossible: that place is in 
a local station. A local station has 
all the needs and ramifications of 
a large network, only on a smaller 
scale, with fewer people to take 
care of them. The boy who gets a 
job in a station sweeping the floor 
is likely to find himself writing a 
little continuity too; the announcer 
may double in brass as a publicity 
writer; the engineer may fill in some 
| production ideas. This is the ‘world’s 
best training for radio. 

“My advice, in brief, to young men 
and women interested in radio is 
to try their local station first. At the 
local station the ambitious young 
person gets'.a real understanding 
pf the breadth of radio, and: it’s to 
these stations tHat the network looks 
when they need new talent and

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Enlarged Paper Decision 
Of Students, Not Staff 


ITH THIS ISSUE the Holcad returns, at 

ail least for the time being, to what the staff 
has become accustoméd to regarding as the 
paper’s normal)size, eight pages. The half doz- 
en odd eight-page papers which were published 
‘last fall as an experiment. proved. definitely 
several things: first, that Westminster produces 


enough news in a week to adequately demand‘ 


the space which an enlarged, paper will offer; 
second, that advertisers ‘consider the cost of 
buying space valtiable enough to increase their 
present ads, and even to assure further poten- 
tial advertisers that the money spent. is~not 
wasted; and findlly that students prefer an 
eight-page paper over the customary four-sid- 


‘ed affair. 


Enlarging the paper, however, is not with- 
out its problems for the editor and staf An 
eight-page paper means just twice as much 
work each week for the staff than that involved 
in a four-page paper»~The staff has. already 
indicated: its willingness to shoulder the extra 
work required, $et it is powerless~without the 
‘cooperation of the remainder of the § 
body and the faculty. The Holcad is the stud- 
ents’ paper, and consequently, all news that 
concerns the students here on the campus 
should be given the space to print it. In the 
past three weeks numerous complaints have 
come into the Holcad office,‘ inquiring as: to 
the whereabouts of news that had beén given 
to staff members, but which never got into 
print. 


This situation has arisen time ‘and time 
again, but the lack of available space demanded 
that the editor use his discretion -in determin- 
ing what news was most important, and ,there- 
fore worthiest of appearing. With the eight- 
Page paper,-it is hoped that such occurrences 
need not arise again. 


. The Holead is no different than any other 
newspaper; it lives on advertising space.

Cooperation Is Essential 


HE FIRST INDICATION that the recent 
appeal for dormitory funds to students is 


gleasning some results is heartening dsspite the 


growing spirit of’ antagonism that has been 
mounting in the face of the Dormitory Drive 
Committee. 


Pa ne spirit of opposition.has not been due 


to any feeling on the part of the student body 
that Westminster has less need of a new dorm- 
itory today than was needed seversl months 
ago, when the announcement was made that 
such a project was anticipated.. The crux of 
the loss of interest seems to lie with the fail- 
ure of the committee-to release timely news 
which would be alee retain the note of en- 
thusiasm with which the announcement .was 


greeted. a ee 
The Holcad full well realizes that the con- 
-struction of a new dormitory is a matter which 
must be dealt with a degree of diplomacy and 
tact: which would do the British foreign office 


justice, yet the use of such tact need not nec- 


essarily icurtail the release of néws matter 
which would keep student interest in the pro- 


ject growing instead of waning. ; 


Westminster students want a new dormi- 
tory; the return of pledge ‘cards has indicated 
that they are willing to cooperate fully by con- 
.tributing, but we fear the Drive Committee is 
defeating ‘its own purpose through their ret- 
icence to keep students informed.’ ' 


Repetition is supposedly a thorn in the 
side’ of journalistic writing, but we wish to 
re-emphasize what was stated before: West- 
minster students want a new dormitory, and 
are prepared to rally the limited aid at. their 
disposal to further that end, but it is disheart- 


‘ening to them to hear only rumors, always 


lacking any degree of authenticity, instead of 
news releases upon which they can rely. 

‘ Since the very outset of plans, the Holcad 
has repeatedly indicated that its news columns,

-Committee, and a faithful effort has been made 
each week, to at least attempt to supply its 
readers with dormitory information. How- 
ever, the staff reporter covering the story us- 
ually failed to get the story he went after be- 
cause there just wasn’t any news.

W hiteman, Toscanini, Critics Hail 
Jack Jenney And His Orchestra 





— 


| One of America’s promising young bands is that of 
Jack Jenney, 29-year-old maestro, who is considered 
one of the best trombonists in and out pf the jazz field. 
Paul Whiteman selected him as one of the foremost 


modern dance trombonists -in the country, and the 
great Toscanini once used Jenney as soloist with the 
NBC Symphony Orchestra, playing the Schumann 
Symphony, orchestrated by Ravel. After the perform- 
ance, Toscanini told the young soloist that he could 
have a chair in his orchestra anytime he wished. 

The Jenney outfit is a new one, with the maestro: 
being former ace trombonist for many radip “name” 
bands. He’s taken his time. with his own unit and in- 
ally has the type of men and style of band he’s always 
wanted. In the past year, the band received many 
good reviews from trade papers and magazines plus 
considerable air-time. The orchestra has played Rose- 
land, Famous Door on 52nd street, Cgney Island, the 
Fiesta Danceteria, Cinegnati, and like spots. 

For Vocalion, Jenney has recently waxed City 
Night (theme song) and I Walk Alone (Vo 5355), Star- 
dust and Cuban Woogie (Vo 5304), Moon Ray and High 
Society (Vo 5223). With every piece, and especially 
the slower ones, Jenney is featured on the trombone. 
We haven’t heard of anyone to compare with Jenney 
or the sweet trombone solos—not even the great Tom- 
my Dprsey himself. And the music this. star plays is 
very difficult, especially in “I Walk Alone.” 

He has proven to be a great technician and is sure 
of his playing. 


While leaning toward the swingside, the Jenney ‘ 


orchestra deals in musically satisfying yet thrilling 
dansology, with compelling heel-and-toe tempos. In- 
strumentation is full and complete, with arrangements 
rich, colorful, and yet not top intricate as to lose the 


essential beat which gets Jenney’s audiences onto the — 


floor. The outfit features ensemble style, without 
blasting, with Jenney being heard to advantage as so- 
loist on sweet and hot choruses. A Dixieland rock- 


ing quality is evident on the records with a rhythmic « 


bounce which registers especially well with dancers.

Absentee Voting Laws 
Defeat Good Citizenship 


AS INTERESTED as the average American 
-% college student is in the coming president- 
ial election, few, if any, will be actually going 
to the poles'in November ‘to indicate their 
choice. 

And it is no small wonder, either, consid- 
ering the multifarious red tape he must wal- 
low through before the particular state in 
A 
recent survey of state voting laws which the 
Institute of Public Affairs of Westminster 
college at Fulton, Missouri, did well to reveal 
the shocking situation which at times becomes 
ridiculous. Take, for instance, the lack of ‘uni- 
formity in the absentee voting rules of the four 
states of Missouri, Oklahoma, Rhode Island, 
and Virginia. Missouri and Oklahoma declare 
that absentee voting can only be permitted 
when the individual is WITHIN the particular 
state’s borders, while Rhode Island and Vir- 
ginia are equally as generous, stipulating, how- 
ever, that the voters must me WITHOUT the 
state boundaries. 

On the other hand, take the circumstances" 
which prevail in seventeen other states. Vot- 
ing laws there declare that such voting can. be 
permitted only after the absentee applicant 
has proved to the satisfaction of the proper 
authorities that his abgence, from the polling 
placeis unavoidable. The forty-two. states 
that do permit absentee voting stipulate, as it 
is, that the proxy votes be first notarized be- 
fore becoming acceptable. i 

Just what does all this mean? It.means 
simply that come the November elections some 
100,000 young men and women of voting age 
will look over the red tape and decide that vot- 
ing isn’t worth the trouble while, in some dis- 
tricts, they will be actually blocked by state 
laws which practically forbid them the use of 
the franchise which the Constitution supposed- 
ly grants to all citizens meeting the qualifica- 
tions. . 

It seems to us that such a situation pre- 
sents a strange inconsistancy which the high- 
minded, patriotic men and women who daily 
climb the platforms before college groups and 
declare, with forefinger upraised in air, “the 
backbone of the American nation is the Am- 
erican youth!” All we can say is that those 
same American youths had better be given 
the chance of exercising the rights of citizens 
before they can be relied on as being much of 
a backbone.

Treasury checks 
began coming to many of the aged 
of the country, and by the end 
of 1940 nearly one million per- 
sons will be receiving benefits as 
the gigantic Social Security pro- 
grams assumes full stride. 

The Student Opinion Sur- 
veys, national polling organ- 
ization of the campus press, 
has tapped the college mind 
on two topics that may give 
a glimpse of America tomor- 
row: old age pensions and 
the income college youth ex-> 
perts.

The solution of the-present chaos may not be 
particularly important. That is, Hitler’s me- 

dined forces may conquer the channel .coast 
without forcing the English or French to make 
peace. On the other hand, the old style coun- 
ter-attacks of the. French ‘and British .may 
prove, that the speed of the motorized divis- 


. + jons has over-extended the German attacking 


force from its base without resulting in a col- 
lapse of Hitler’s army. 

It is clear, however, that unless the Brit- 
ish and French are able to mechanize their 
armies, the remainder of the war will be a suc- 
cession: of \German drives into strategic posi- 


--tions until the Allied armies are helpless as 


were the Polish, Danish, Norwegians, and the 
Dutth armies. Since the tactics of the Nor- 
wegian and Low countries’ disasters were not 
repetitions of those used by Hitler six months 
before in Poland, it may be doubted that Great 
Britain.and France will be able to build or buy 
‘sufficient tanks, motorized equipment, and 
airplanes, to withstand continued attacks. 


If the Allies; because of lack of intelli- 


/ gence, organization, time, or materials, were 


unable to profit by the lesson of the Polish war 
in eight months, they have less chance of cor-. 
recting their present mistakes. 
of, the importance of mechanized and earial 
warfare: ahd the new economic totalitarianism 
in England and France seem hardly: an ade- 
quate balance: for the Allies’ lack of time and 
material. Moreover, Germany has now two 
important advantages air bases from Norway 
to Flanders from which to bomb the British 
airplane and tank factories; and naval bases 
upon. the Gnglish channel from which they can 
sink ‘supplies that America can send. An Al- 
lied victory.seems dependent upon M. Rey- 
naud’s miracle.

S. A. Kirkbride, was the founder of the Del- 
aware Foreign Study Plan which every year 
enables college juniors to go abroad and study 
in foreign lands for their third year and then 
reutrn to the United States to graduate with 
their classes. 


In 1924, while a member of the faculty at 
the. University of Delaware, Kirkbride took 
eight young men abroad with him to live and 
study in France and Germany for one year. 
He was later able, through his own efforts, to 
interest such families as the DuPonts in the 
plan and to secure financial assistance from 
them for the study groups. 


Kirkbride received many honors and was 
recognized by the French government by be- 
ing named a “Chevalier de la Legion d’ Hon- 
neur.”

New Housing Unit 
Will Provide Room 


For 30 Men Students 


According to plans, the build- 
ing will probably be completed 
over the summer.

ITH EXPERTS much closer, to the actual

The Holcad 
itself wishes to express a keen regret in the ap- 
parent failure of the Drive Fund committee to 
raise a sufficient amount of money to warrent 
the initiation of the program. <i : 

It was an enthusiastic Committée that -went 
to work at the announcement of the program; 
they anticipated little difficulty in raising the 
funds required io finance the project. World 
conditions, in the meantime, however, have 
taken a contplete reversal, and a nationwide 
defense program:involving an almost unthink- 
able sum is affecting the speed with which the 
Fund drive is moving.

Declaring that the pres- 
ent act does not specifically exempt 
instructors, a letter from the Feder- 
al Security Agency recently re- 
ceived by Dr. Galbreath points out 
that the section of the law which 
‘prohibits the blanket -deferrment 
of any occupational group in any 
plant or institution would probably 
apply to.teachers. Local boards, the 
act states, will have wide discre- 
tionary powers in granting deferr- 


ment to individual teachers and re- 


search workers whose work is es- 
sential to the “national health, safe- 
ty, or interest.”

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College Opinions Vary 
Toward Conscription 


OST SURPRISING FEATURE of the re- 

cently passed Selective Service Act is the 
‘variance displayed by the American colleges 
in contrast to the almost universal approval of 
the nation as a whole. 

College editors spare no words in denounc- 
ing governmental and civil authorities whose 
pressure resulted in the Act’s passage.. Acus- 


ing the present administration of taking the 


first step in the direction of totalitarianism, 
student newsmen declare that the act is whol- 
ly unnecessary, that a nation under arms. is 
a nation more Jiable to war, that the Presi- 
dent is allowing personal prejudices to formu- 
late.a foreign policy not in keeping with Amer- 
ican traditions. 


The attitude of the American student is 
understandable when one realizes that approx- 
imately sixty percent of their number are in- 
cluded within the age limits ‘of the law. Al- 


though the law has attempted to assure con- 


scripts of continued employment.or the. pos- 
sibilities for employment upon their discharge, 
.' numerous authorities have been able to detect 
- several loop holes of which unscrupulous. em- 
ployers will doubtless take advantage. 


The attitude of the American student is 
‘understandable -when one realizes that he will 
be drafted into an army sorrowfully lacking in 
the necessary implements of war. The suc- 
cesses of Herr Hitler in his year of warfare 
against the continent has proven what a small 
well-equipped army can do to an inferior- 
equipped force of acknowledgedly greater tim- 
bre. What good can he do, editorialists shout, 
L with his. bare fists against bayonets and ma- 

_ Chine guns. 


Unfortunately the Masatis of Queensbury 
rules do not apply to the games of modern 
warfare.

College Difficult Today 


TERRE HAUTE, IND—(ACP)— 
Working one’s way through college 
is easier said than done, according 


‘to Prof. A. C. Payne of Indiana 


State teachers’ college. 

Nearly one-half of the high school 
graduates eager to “work their way 
through” are unable to find em- 
ployment and therefore never con- 
tinue their~education, Dr, Payne 
reported after\a five-year study. 

Professor Payne, a faculty di- 


| rector of the National Youth Ad- 


ministration at Indiana State, sought 
to learn how many prospective 


freshmen denied NYA employment : 


fail to attend college anywhere. The 


study indicates that the percentage 


of non-attendance in college among 
those denied employment is increas- 
ing. In 1937 it was 46.7 per cent, 
‘in 1938 it was 43.1, and last year the 
figure rose to 55.4 per cent.’ 

These findings: dispute the belief 
of the man in the street that fresh- 
men who fail to find’ employment 
will enter or continue school in spite 
of the handicap, Professor Payne 
pointed out.

Tio the 
average artist, the road tour means ~ 
quick lunches, dinners, and break- 
fasts; all-night rides in’ a’ crowded 
overland bus, and drafty, ill-kept 
dressing rooms. y)

production of records is always. light 
during’ the summer months. The 
first of the fall release sheets, how- 
ever, indicate that the country’s re- 
corders have started out with a bang 
and both feet in the groove. 

Columbia Records Lunceford

A young army of American college stud- 
ents, the letter points, roughly estimated to 
number 20,000, will gain a first hand picture 
of American democracy in action when the 
registration day finally rells around. They will 
be among the 16,000,000 young men within the 
age limits who will fill out the cards required~ 
under the act. 


In an effort\ to answer the hundreds of 
thousands of questions which have-flooded the 
office, they present the following compendium 
.. Of facts: 

Al) First: registration by presidential proclama- 
ticn on Wednesday, October 16 between 7 a. m, and 
9| p.m.

(2) All male citizens except commissioned of- 
ficers; warrant officers, pay clerks, and enlisted men 
of the active and the reserve land and naval forces 
of the United States and fourth year ROTC students 
who are or will be twenty-one (and not over thirty- 
six) on October 16 must register. 16,404,000 are sub- 
ject. Divinity students: shall be exempted from ser- 
vice, but not from régistration. Failure of college 
students to register will be serious and will. subject 
violators—“like anyone else”, selective service offi- 
cials say,—to ‘prosecution and possible penalties ‘up to 
three’ years imprisonment and $50,000 fine.

(11) College students who are ptherwise physic- 
ally and morally fit and who fail to request deferment 
shall be placed in Class 1-A—“Available, fit for gen- 
eral military service.” Those physically fit -who meet 
the conditions for college student deferment will fall 
under Class 1-D—“Student fit for general military 
service; available not later than July 1, 1941.”

Criticize Hot-heads Now, 
It May Soon Be Too .Late 


L="."£ FORGET that an armed nation 
professing democracy is far different from 
an unarmed nation living in a world of dicta- 
torial upheaval, a recent. editorial appearing 
in the Idaho Argonaut brings home the. fact 
that times do and probably will change. 


“People are funny and college students... 
are no exception,” the Idahoan begins. “They 
drift along complacently, almost oblivious to 
any of the important news of the day that 
does not concern “Li’! Abner.” Then Belgium 
mothers flee once again along the border, and 
Idaho students stampede into a war hysteria 


with the rest of America that bodes ill for . 


education.” 


“On every corner, the editorial continues, 
“you can find them proclaiming to the high 
heavens that America is about to rush into an- 
other world conflict that will make the last 


‘look like a piker some will even go so far as to 


tell one and all that it would be wiser to get 
into the war now and halt the enemies of de- 
mocracy before they are able to aggrandize any 
additional fighting strength. 


Now, the dangerous thing in all this tur- 
moil and confusion, the article explains, is that 
soon you will not be able to speak out against 
such hot-heads: 


“You can still speak out against them,” the 
editorialist declares. “The hysteria has not yet 
reached the peak to make all who insist upon 
facts and reason subject to “Fifth Column” 
suspicion, but that time may be: coming. And 
even now, your words do not convince the 
Hot-heads. You can tell them that we can’t 
possibly enter a war because we are not ready; 
that our weight in Europe would almost cer- 
tainly be balanced by other foes if we throw 
ourselves into the fight; that democracy is not 
so much a form of government as a way of 
thinking which cannot be saved by war; that 
the basic cause of war is international trade 
conflicts, and that we can never solve these 
problems without providing an agency for 
peaceful change.” . 


That is all well and good, as the Idaho news 
paperman points out, and perhaps they listen, 
and even change their minds, if the weight of 
reason and force of logic is streng enough. But 
let the morning newspaper appear on the street 
with the glaring report that two hundred chil- 
dren have been killed in London during one of 
the now common-place night raids, and they 
forget your reason, and their own. Then the 
time is ripe for slogans, not reason, and “fifty 
thousand airplanes can’t be wrong.” 


And here we find the tragedy of modern 
education, the Argonaut concludes. Logical 
thinkers, men who are willing the reason and 
investigate, may soon become dangerous. You 
who have learned to search for the truth, to 
weigh facts may soon find that truth and facts 
are puny weapons now.

Miller’s ‘Handful Of Stars’ 
Destined For Top Position °

Memo to music-lovers: the thing to look for, when 
you're listening to arecord, is the instrumental back- 
ground behind the vocal. You miss a lot of fine arrang- 
ing if you don’t noticé that. 


A good example of what I mean is found in Glenn 
Millers Yesterthoughts (B 10893). This is an old Victor 
Herbert number that is being revived by many of the 
top bands. Bob Eberle’s vocal chorus is backed by some 
of the finest of the Miller boys’ playing. The flipover, 
Handful of Stars, is a romantic ballad that ‘will prob- 
ably reach the top. Chalk up another “first” for Mil- 
ler (first to record the tune). 


The new Paramount film “Dancing on a Dime” 
furnishes Larry Clinton with a coupling that ought to 
put his band right back where it belongs in the minds 
of the fans. The title tune (V 26766) is tops because 
‘of the sensational vocal turned in by Terry Allen. I 
just can’t say enough for Allen; his vocals are always 
outstanding, and this one is especially so. The melody 
itself strongly resembles “Midnight on the. Trail”. I 
Hear Music, on the reverse, has cute lyrics sung by 
Peggy Mann, But what I want to know is who is Clint- 
on’s alto sax man? Can anybody enlighten me? This 
alto man tears off the most beautiful sax solo in the 
second chorus that I have ever heard. 


Another film and another hit. The film, “Down 
Argentine Way”; the hit, Two’ Dréams Met (V 26764), 
and the band, Tommy Dorsey. Connie Haines warbles 
the lyrics (in a baby-voiced sort of way), but the real 
kick of the disc comes in the deeply grooved last 
inch. Coupled with this we find the quartet. The 
quartet, Frank Sinatra, T. Dorsey, the ork, and When 
You Awake. The slow, dreamy trombone introduction 
leads up to a slower and dreamier vocal by Sinatra, 
and “When You Awake” at the end of the record you'll 
find you’ve heard some darn good music.

Winner of the week: Artie Shaw’s new compo- 


sition Special Delivery Stomp (Victor 26762) played 


by his newly-prganized Grammercy 5. The personnel 
includes some of the top men in the business: Bill 
‘Butterfield, trumpet; John Guarnieri, harpsichord; Al 
Hendrickson, guitar; Jud DeNaut, bass; Nick Fatool, 
drums; and of course, Shaw himself on the clarinet. 
The group’s unity and precision makes descriptive 
adjectives inddequate. Surely they deserve to be 
ranked among swingdom’s great. ‘ 


“Special” is outstanding because of Shaw’s mpst 
inspired clarinet since the formation of his new band. 
There are spots of clarinet and trumpet harmony so 
perfectly timed as to sound more like one man- than 
two. On the reverse side is Keeping Myself For You, 
somewhat slower than “Special” but just as finely 
arranged and executed. The unusual use pf the harp- 
sicord is noticeable in both. 


Jimmie Lunceford and his boys have turned 
in their usually super performance on Swinging on C 
(Columbia-35725), which features a lot of Jimmie’s . 
tenor sax work. There are some beautifully high, 
clear trumpet take-offs, and the whole pace is fast 
and furious. On the flip-over Dan Grisson vocalizes 
the lyrics to Let's Try Again. The tenor sax again takes 
the lead on the introduction. 


Another hit, Five O'clock Whistle .(B-10900), 
backed by Shadows on the Sand. The former has all 
the drive and appeal of “Tuxedo Junction” with some 
very special tenor sax work. Marion Hutton, aided 
and abetted by thé chorus, does the vocal very well, 
indeed. “Shadows” has a very slow, very dreamy 
trombone introduction that corresponds nicely with

Fair exhibits. The added. attractions 
of actual exhibits and demonstra- 
tions make his science convincing 
to the most unscientific laymen.

the birth of each child.

VEN THOUGH THE Mock TKA student 
election failed to coincide with tHe national 
ballot, this department feels nevertheless that 
the event was a success in that it pointed a way 
in which much of the cut-throat competition of 
the campus’ own class elections might be elim- 
inated. 


The fairness of the manner in which the 
ballot was conducted, absence of any accusa- 
' tions “fixing”- by the defeated elements con- 
‘trasted strangely with the ugly rumors. of 
stuffed ballot boxes and illegal. voting which 
. overran the campus following the recent class 
-elections. 

A great number of reform-minded people, 
students and administrative officials alike, have 
‘tackled the problem of trying to “clean up” 
campus politics in the past, but none were suc-: 
cessful. Even last year’s point system, in its 


own way, attempted to perform this function, . 


but this, too, apparently had little effect. 


Prime reason for the failure of reformers, 
in this column’s opinion, lies in the absencé of 
any strong, active independent group on the 
campus to check the activities of the sororities 
and fraternities in political matters. The re- 
sulting situation is one of hectic, vote-exchang- 
’ ing, office-dickering in the background which 
are never known by the majority of the cam- 
‘pus. Proper class representation under these 
circumstances is almost impossible. Even the. 
use of “surprise elections” has failed miserably 
to. remedy the. situation. 


Without any independent party to act as a 
check, people interested in the campus’ wel- 
fare must look to another avenue for the solu- 
tion. One cannot but feel that the type of elec- 
tion conducted by TKA offers a workable sug- 
gestion which should be seriously considered 
by. Student Council as a substitute for our 
present system. 


An election in which the secret ballot is 
employed, and in which student’s right to vote 
‘is checked against the college registration list 
-would do a great deal to assure the campus 
of a more adequate class representation, with- 
out the danger of ballot-box stuffing. This 
procedure is used on numerous other campus’ 
throughout the nation, and although competi- 
tion between parties is keen, little is ever 
heard of dissatisfaction over election results. 


It would do well for Student Council to set 
a permanent date for class elections, one which 
would remain constant Establishment of such 
dates would allow legitimate campaigns to be 
conducted by ‘student politicians to acquaint 
the campus electorate with the candidate’s 
_ qualifications, his policies, and the man him-

An original 
by Ellington, the disc is, In A Mellotone (Victor- 
26788), backed by Rumpus In Richmond. 


The former is a beautifully phrased affair built 


around a melody that is unusually beautiful and dis- : 


plays the superb coordination of the composer’s band 
to perfection. Such coordination of all sections of the 
group, we feel, will soon be finding its way into quite 
a number of other bands; it is striking enough to do so. 


- The work of Johnny Hodges’ alto sax in his double- 


time passages and Cootie William’s trumpet only serve 
to accent the number. It is Ellingtonia through’ and 
through. 


Will Bradley, another on our list of under-dog 
favorites, also comes through with an excellent num- 
her, Scrub Me, Mamma, With A Boogie Beat reversed 
by There I Go (Jazz Masterwork-35743). The “Scrub 
Me, Mamma” number ‘is the sequel to the very popu- 
lar “Beat Me, Daddy,” currently going the rounds and 
is excellent for the. true bpogie-woogie background 
which carries through the entire recording. Ray Mc- 
Kinley does an adequate job handling the vocals, but 
its almost impossible to get the mind off the boogie- 
woogie beat in the background. “There I Go” dis-

With the machinery pf the Selec- 
tive Service act well oiled and now 
running smoothly, and the nation 
still facing a possible conflict with 
the axis powers, the Holcad Inquir- 
ing Reporter this week turned to 
the men students on the campus for 
their reaction on the establishment 
of a compulsory ROTC program pn 
the campus, and their feelings had 
such a course been a part of the 
curriculum in the past. 


The question: What would be 
your reaction to the establishment 
of compulsory ROTC units here on 
the campus?

Encouraged, Representatives Learn 


The belief that sorority groups should encourage a friendly 
feeling and spirit of co-operation toward fraternities, non-mem- 
bers, and their college in general was unanimously agreed upon 
by district Pan-Hellenic members meeting in convention at 
State College, Pa., last week, according to Marilyn Conrad, one 


of the two Westminster women 


attending. 


Representatives from colleges in the Northeastern states 


met 
November 8, 9 and 10, to consider 
activities of the various Pan-Hel- 
lenic organizations, Miss Conrad 
and Betty Duncan acted on behalf 
of the local Pan-Hell chapter. 

Rushing precipitated a heated dis- 
cussion, Miss Conrad states. 

“Although — deferred 
seemed to predominate,” she said, 
“immediate or early rushing seems 
to be gaining favor.” 

The chief argument for the de- 
ferred plan was that the sororities 
have the ppportunity to become bet- 
ter acquainted with the girls and 
thus avoid being mistaken about 
their pledges, she added. 


In colleges where the early rush- 
ing plan is in effect, Miss. Conrad 
continued, sorority women declare 
that errors are seldom made, and 
that they begin at once to receive 
benefits from their new pledges. 

The question of unlimited mem- 
bership in sororities also ‘came up 
for discussion at the conference. 
The quota system was favored by 
the greater majority of attending 
women as giving each sorority a 
more equal chance in getting 
pledges. 
Reports of activities of Pan-Hel- 
lenic chapters revealed several novel 
plans, Miss Conrad concluded. In 
some colleges, she explained, a jun- 
ior Pan-Hell is organized for 
pledges. Members of the junior 
body automatically become senior 
members aftér gaining much valu- 
able experience. f

In addi- 
tion to her post on the faculty of the 
same institution, she holds honorary 
degrees of Doctor of Laws from 
Rollins college and Florida Women’s 
college. 

Mrs. Owen began her political ca- 
reer by making “stump” speeches

for his eloquent speeches in defense 
of silver during the monetary dis- 
putes of the late nineteenth century.

tative in his discussion of the Holcad sugges- 
tion of adopting the system of election used by 
TKA in its recent mock ballot. Remarkable,

DISCussions | 
Goodman Proves Great Talent On 
New Disc, Prof. Appelman Finds

(Benny Goodman, long noted for his excellent 
swing band, recently surprised the American musical 
world with his announcement that he would join a 
small chamber group to record several serious works. 
The following review, based upon these works, is by 
Prof. D. Ralph Appleman of the. college music depart- 
ment—editor. — 


A most spectacular release in recording has been 
made by the Columbia recording corporation under 
the title Contrasts for Violin, Clarinet and Piano (Co- 
lumbia Masterwork-Set X-178.) The music, by Bela, 
Bartok, from the public point of view, is much less in- 
teresting than the notorious triumverate which inter- 
prets it. Joseph Szigeti, to many musicians, the great- 
est technician since Paganini, is the violinist; the clar- 
inetist is none other than Benny Goodman who proves 
beyond a doubt that the Goodman tone has no peer 
and that music is music, no matter what form it may 
appear in» jazz or classical. Few of our contemporary 
great instrumentalists are able to make such an ar- 
tistic and graceful adjustment. Hats off to Goodman. 
The final member of the trio, Bela Bartok, is the com- 
poser of the composition and supplies the piano parts: 
Bartok is probably the foremost Hungarian composer 
of the day and has been in this country for more than 
a year and a half. 


The music itself is a series of dances cceaceeiat 


__ by complex rhythmic patterns and breathtaking dis- 


plays of instrumental fireworks. It is necessary, how- 
ever, to mention the worthwhileness of the music 
which is nil without a ballet interpreting the dances 
on the stage.

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Student Council Repeals 
Activities Point System 


Council Prexy Announces | Surprise. 
Move During Chapel;, Declares Old 
_ Law Was ‘Unnecessary’ On Campus 


Moving with unprecedented suddenness, Student Council 
this week revealed the year-old extra-curricular activity con- 


trolling point system. 


Council Prexy Dick Kennedy anneunced the sudden move 
Friday morning in the regular chapel period explaining the rea- . 


sons for the action. 


The law had been repealed, 
Council felt that it had failed to ful-™ 


fill its function. 
“It is unnecessary,” he said. “We 
feel that we should be dealing with 


personalities, not rules.” 


“It wasn’t necessary at other col- 
leges,” he continued, “and there is 
no reason for it on this campus.” ' 

The mature college student should 
be able to tell how great his capac- 
ity for extra work is, Kennedy con- 
tinued, and if the college he is at- 
tending has failed to develop that 
maturity, then it too has failed to 
live up to its functions. A point sys- 


\]tem would not solve the problem 


as it is, he concluded. 
Repealed Monday Night 

Council took the action in re- 

pealing the law at its regular meet- 
ing Monday night, but witheld an- 
nouncement until yesterday morn- 
ing. 
Operating for a little more than 
a year, the system was passed by 
Council early in the first semester 
of last year after an investigation 
of plans adopted by other colleges. 
Purpose of new amendment was to 
increase campus __ representation 
among the available offices. The sit- 
uation at the time, a representative 
of the Council told the Holcad in an 
interview, was one in which a rel- 
atively few campus _ individuals 
filled all major offices. 

Following a few weeks of actual 
operation, The Holcad attacked the 
amendment editorially and called 
for its repeal on the basis that. it 
tended to hold down the ability of 
natural campus leaders. The paper’s 
continued attacks on the system, 
suggested and favored by the ad- 
ministration, resulted in the sus- 
pension of former-editor Michael 
Robbe for two weeks for “lack, of 
editorial judgement.” 

Editorially the Holcad commented 
that such a system introduced a 
great deal of confusion into the ex- 
tra-curricular activity set-up and 
discouraged participation.

Newspaperman To

S. Miles Bouton, prominent Amer- 
ican newspaperman, will appear on 
the chapel platform to address stu- 
dents on “Hitlerism,” Prof. Glenn 
Taylor, Lecture course chairman 
said this week. 

Associate editor of the Jamestown 
(N. Y.) Post, Bouton is a former 
lawyer and foreign correspondent.

Bouton first met Hitler in 1923, 
and immediately predicted the 
Fuhrer’s eventual rise to power. He 
flew with him on his election cam- 
paign of 1932, covering the event for 
American newspapers. He was re- 
quested to leave the country by the 
Nazi government in 1934.

Selective Service Act Continues 
To Hold Collegiate Spotlight 


By The Intercollegiate Washington Press 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—The selective service 
problems of college students, faculty, and administra- 
tors are receiving increased prominence in the delib- 
erations of educators and selective service officials 
here with indications growing that ,administrators are 
determined to secure the discreet use of the nation’s 
young manpower—especially college trained men. 


(1) National selective service headquarters acting 
upon the advice of the National Council on Education 
and Defense has quietly reminded all local draft 
boards that college students should be given consid- 
eration for occupational as well as student deferment. 


(2) Following closely this announcement a com- 
prehensive survey of the filds of education most im- 
portant to national defense has now been completed 
and is ready for early announcement. 


The American Council on Education, in comment- 
ing upon last month’s “general policy” letter which 
" was sent to all state selective service directors for 
transmittal to local draft boards, termed the pro- 
.nouncement “extremely important” in emphasizing 

the selective service regulations that provide for the 
occupational deferment of “individual college students 
with particularly needed qualifications.” 


In a formal statement the American Council said | 


that the announcement “specifically calling the at- 
tention of local draft boards to the possibility of occu- 
pational deferment for college students, is extremely 
important to students and college and university ad- 
ministrators. It specifically implies thgt the local 
board, at the time the student’s number is drawn for 
selective service, shall decide whether or not the stu- 
dent will be given occupational defermnt.” 


If h is put in Class II-A (“a ‘necessary man’ in in- 
dustry, business, employment, agricultural pursuit, 
government service or in any other service or en- 
deavor, including training or preparation therefore,”) 
the statement continues, “such occupational deferment 
is subject to review each six months but may reason- 
ably be assumed to continue as long as his status re- 
mains that for which such occupational deferment is 
granted.” 

The selective service communication although 
opening the door for student deferment upon occupa- 
tional grounds declared simply that “some individual 
college students with particularly needed qualifica- 
tions for such deferment beyond the general regula- 
tions for the “necessary man” Classification.

To many, the news of one Hellenistic vic- 
tory after another is the only bright spots in 
the daily accounts of the progress of the Euro- 
pean war. It at least indicates that the dicta- 
tor nations are not invincible and that they can 
be stopped by a careful, deliberate campaign 
waged by courageous men. 

_ Many readers feel that the victories of the 
Greek army constitutes a turning point in the 
war, the tide of battle finally shifting from the 
axis powers to the democracies. To us, this 
somehow represents nothing but wishful 


thinking on a large scale which can lead only 


to disastrous results should the unexpected 


happen. : 
As for the Greeks themselves; without a 
doubt they carry the congratulations and best 


. wishes of all the democracies for their courage 


in repelling the invaders, and we'd like to 


think of their success as being significant, but’ 
despite all that appears, our thoughts still lead 


us back to the final results of the recent Russo- 
Finnish conflict in which the strudy Scandina- 
vians also gave a good account of themselves, 
but were finally forced to capitulate when bat 
tered by overwhelming odds. 

And then, too, in the~background stands 
the mighty Herr Hitler with his crack divisions 
ready to jump to the Duce’s aid should 
Greece’s victories ever seriously hamper Ger- 
man ambitions. 

All of which leads us to caution readers to 
hesitate before they form permanent conclu- 
sions on the present Italo-Grecian conflict.
